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COUNTY AGENT ADDRES 
LETTER TO LANDOWNERS 


To the Landowners of Coffee 
County; 

A large number of tenant-tarm- 
ers have come to the County 
Agent's office in the last few days 
stating that their 1984 landlord 
would not rent them a crop for 
1935, because he had planned to 
work his farm in 1985 with “wages 
hands,” Some of these tenants 
state that they cannot get a crop 
because the landlord says he will 
need all the land himself. Due to 
all this disturbanee the Agent feels 
that it is necessary to call all 
landlords' attention to the faet 
that there is nothing in the eot- 
ton reduction contract to prevent 
the landlord from renting the land 
to another tenant in 1985 if the 
1934 tenant has only a one-year 
lease. The landlord, however, is 
required to keep the same number 
of tenants, The new tenants must 
have the same status as the old 
ones, In other words, it would be 
a violation of the contract for a 
man to replace a managing shave 
tenant with a share cropper or a 
share cropper with a day hand. 

The above information is being 
sent to every contract signer in 
Coffee County and it is hoped that 
no cotton contract will be ean- 
celled next year because of viola- 
tion of this regulation. This same 
regulation applies to signers of 
Corn-Hog Contracts also.

PRODUCTION CREDIT LOANS 
EXPEDITED FOR BORROWEKS 


Finishing touches are being put 
upon definite plans to reduce the 
cost, cut red tape, and to make it 
more convenient for small borrow- 
ers in Alabama to obtain produc- 
tion credit loans next year, Mr. 
Jesse B, Hearin, president of the 
Production Credit Corporation of 
New Orleans, announced last week, 

To carry out this policy, pro- 
duction credit associations have 
appointed a representative in ey- 
ery county in the State to receive 
upplications, Besides the secre- 
taries, inspectors, and other office 
personnel, special assistants have 
been employed to take applications, 
make out the notes and mortgages, 
and to furnish certificates, All 
these employees have been thor- 
oughly trained so as to expedite 
the closing of loans and to advise 
{he farmer upon his credit needs, 

Every association has been 
equipped with an adequate cash 
loan fund whieh can be increased 
upon telegraphic request, and each 
secretary is instructed to use this 
fund to disburse the first commit- 
ment, Mr. Hearin indicated. After 
the approval of a loan, the farm- 
er’s notes are forwarded immedi- 
ately to the Intermediate Credit 
Bank for discount, In this way, 
production credit associations will 


|be able to do business “over the 


counter,” 

“We feel that the success of 
the production credit system de- 
pends in large measure upon prop- 
er inspections,” said Mr. Hearin. 
“Therefore, I have requested each 
association to maintain only the 
most efficient inspectors who can 
give a quick appraisal of the crop
